(Currently amended) A computer system comprising: 
a microprocessor, 

a main memory array coupled to the microprocessor 

a read only memory (ROM) coupled to the microprocessor, and 

wherein the ROM further comprises: 

a redundant portion; and 

a non-redundant portion; 
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wherein the redundant portion of the ROM stores the-afirst set and 

a second set of BIOS programs; and 
wherein the non-redundant portion of the ROM stores Operating 
system drivers for a plurality of different operating systems; 
wherein at least one of the operating system drivers is read from the ROM 
during installation of an operating system for the computer system. 

19. (Original) The computer system as defined in claim 18 wherein the first 
and second sets of BIOS programs are substantially the same. 

20 (Original) The computer system as defined in claim 19 wherein the ROM 
further comprises an electrically erasable programmable read only memory. 

21 (Previously presented) A method comprising: 

dividing an electrically erasable programmable read only memory 
(EEPROM) into a redundant and non-redundant portions; 

storing in the redundant portion of the EEPROM a first set of basic input 
output system (BIOS) programs and a second set of BIOS 
programs; and 

storing in the non-redundant portion of the EEPROM operating system 

drivers.
